This organization employs 11,870 drivers of various 
kinds, a majority handling motor vehicles, big and little. 
Mr. Hanrahan states thst there never has been case 
arrest against one of their drivers for speeding. 

In analyzing the causes of this remarkable record, Mr. 
Hanrahan lays particular stress on the importance of the 
proper selection of motor vehicle operators. The men hired 
to drive are as carefully selected as if they were to pilot 
ocean liners. Their records are looked up and they are 
employed only after the company is satisfied that they are 
good moral risks. 

Mr. Hanrahan offers the. suggestion that “too many 
chauffeurs are only a lap ahead of their keepers.” The fact 
is that where hired drivers are employed without any really 
searching method of selection being utilized, a fair propor- 
tion of reckless drivers are certain to get by. 

The disproportionately large number of accidents 
caused by cemmercial vehicles would indicate that a method 
of selection of the most searching kind is greatly needed in 
this connection. Big fleet owners are generally doing this 
now, but the majority of trucks are not operated in fleets 
and the small time operator is not so careful] in picking 
drivers. 

It may even be that the states w ould reduce accidents 

by forgetting the owner drivers of passenger cars, 
usually have some personal responsibility anyway, and 
- devoting their attention to the careful scrutinizing of can- 
didates for driving licenses for commercial vehicles, 


Getting the Crocks Off the Road 


AST week government officials looking over the Jennie 
planes that have been used by the Michigan National 
Guard at Detroit flying field decided that they were 
unsafe for further use and condemned them from further 
service “in the interest of safety and progress.” 

Any vehicle that has reached a stage which makes it a 
menace to its operators or to other transportation users 
should be condemned and removed from service. 
applies to highway vehicles exactly as it does to sky vehicles. 
Indeed, the highway vehicle which is mechanically defective 
is a much greater menace to other and totally innocent users 
of the roads than defective planes can ever be to voyagers 
in the air. Laws, after all, are only justified if they protect 
those who live under them from the crimes or carelessness 
of others. Laws never should be passed for the protection 
of people against themselves. We have had ample chance 
to see the fallacy of that particular type of paternalism in 
our charming Eighteenth Amendment. 

The Automotive Daily News long since called attention 
to this need for getting defective and dangerous cars off 
the roads. It is time that we followed the government’s 
example as regards dangerous airplanes. 

Let’s get the crocks off the highways.

annual dividends have been at the 
rate of $2.40 a year. In addition 
the company declared a stock divi- 
dend of 10 per cent. in 1925. It is 
expected that when directors meet 
for dividend action in October, they 
will make a further increase in pay- 
ments to shareholders either in the 
form of an increase in the regular 
rate or a substantial extra in cash. 

In addition to this impressive 
dividend record Packard has fi- 
hanced entirely from earnings dur- 
ing the past few years a large ex- 
pansion program not adequately re- 
flected in the company’s balance 
Bheet because of a liberal deprecia- 
tion policy. At the same time the 
corporation has maintained a strong 
financial position. 

Reinvestment of earnings has 
enabled the company to attain its 
present record of low costs. From
